Some three and a half years a

engines going much tonger. The 
captain went down to inspect him- 
self, and found the water on a level! 
with the plites In the engine-room. 
The causo ‘of the trouble ‘having 
been ascertained, the chief én- 


gineer set to work, and finally—the, 


ship in the meanwhile having been 
stopped—they were able to get 
under way again. : 

Thoir position whilst stopped was 
a perilous one in the. tremendous 
sea running—the ship lay in the 
trough of the sea and shipped much 
heavy water, this keeping on for 
gome hours. The remedying of the 
defect’ whereby the water was get- 
ting Into the ship was a fine ex- 
ample of team work between the 
engine-room and deck: departments. 
After a most anxious time they had 
their reward by getting the ship 
into port,.but so bad had things 
become by that time—with the 
water gaining steadily on them— 
that when they anchored the decks 
were awash, and shortly afterwards 
the ‘ship took the ground. © How- 
ever, they were then able to get the 
pumps going full bore, and in due 
course got the ship clear of water.

Acouralnn to an article in the 
“Roadbuilder in Australia,” there 


is some agitation that the Main | 
‘| Roads Boards of several States of 


the Commonwealth should adopt 
unsurfaced cement concrete for 
‘all forms ‘of road construction, 
This propaganda,, the. article 
claims, will seriously injure the 


‘cause of good roads throughout 


Australis if it is successful. It is 
admitted that the purpose of -the 


article is to .oppose—_this_propa-| 


ganda, the writer claiming that 
other types of road might be more 
useful... 

The writer stated that there 
-are three main arguments ad- 
vanced.in favour of the type of 
road he is opposing. These argu- 
ments are. (1) that the largest 
percentage of Federal aid roads in 
the U.S.A. of types higher than 
water-bound macadam is cement 
concrete; (2) that cement - con- 
crete is -everlasting; (3)/ that 
is less costly 
than other forms‘of road. These 
arguments he deals with seriatim. 

Figures are invoked to show 
that cement concrete roads from 


58.6 per cent. of those under dis- riaks, 


cussion and bituminous types 35.2 
per cent., and that three Ameri- 
can States are responsible for the 
high mileage of ¢oncrete, Cali- 
fornia, INinois and Wisconsin 
having about 45 per cent. of the 


-| concrete mileage. There are other 


roads than . Federal aid 
roads, and it is claimed that of 
these 64 per cent. is asphaltic and 
5 per cent. concrete, Assuming 
that there were 40,000 miles of 
concrete road in U.S.A. at the end 
of 1926, the writer states that 


‘there was nearly three times that 


mileage of asphalt road construct- 
ed between 1910 and 1926. 

It is claimed that asphaltic 
roads are thus popular because 


‘cement concrete without resilient 


asphaltic wearing surface cannot 
last, and that with such covering 
concrete roads will be found to be 
much more expensive than the 
usual form of asphaltic surface 
road, In England, {t is claimed, 
the. primary use of cement con- 
erete is in the foundation of 
roads.

The longevity of cement con- 
crete roads is considered by the 
writer to the exaggerated by ad- 
vocates of. that type: He quotes 
an inspection made in Canada and 
the United’ States of five year old 
concrete roads. This inspection 
showed that heavy traffic concrete 
roads up to an age of nine years 
could safely be. surfaced with 
asphaltic mixtures, but that be- 
that age their utility as 
foundations for asphalt wearing 
surface was, extremely doubtful, 
Light traffic. roada could be safe- 


ly covered with ‘asphalt up to an 


age. ‘of 18° years. ‘The utmost 
limit of usefulness would be from 
13 fo 15 years, English investi-

GERMAN INDUSTRY. 


CAR STATISTICS FOR 


In 1926 the German gia 


Bureau started anew the collect- 
ion of statistics ‘regarding the 
activities of the German auto- 
mobile industry, and the figures 
for that year have been publish. 
ed recently, 

The German automotive indus- 
tries in 1925 .comprised 286 
undertakings, including 43 motor- 
cycle works, 90 automobile 
‘works, 78 motor-boat worka and 
29 aircraft and engine works. 
They . employed together more 
than 86,000 persons with an 
zr: geregate annual’ income of 
178,000,000 marks. ‘The value of 
raw materials and semi-finished 
and finished products used in the 
industry amounted to 384,000,000 
marks, ‘Of this 87'per cent. was 
used by the automobile. industry, 
6 per cent. in the motor-cycle in- 
dustry and. the remainder in the 
other branches, The total pro- 
duction had a value of 771,000,000 
marks, The share of the auto- 
mobile industry was.86 per cent., 
‘that of the aircraft and- engine 
industry 7 per cent., and that of 
the motor-boat industry only 1 
per cent, 


Production in the : automotive I 


industries included 88,988 pas- 
senger cars, 940 motor ‘buses, 
9,864 trucks and delivery wag- 
gons, 7,142 special vehicles, 
18,591 chassis, 48,788 motor- 
cycles, 7,197 small ‘motor-cycles 
(pedal eycles with auxiliary en- 
gine),. and 16, ad engines.

Every one is-a potential motorist, 

I imagine that: there. are few 
-people’ who, if placed in the posi- 
tion of being able to afford a motor 
ear, would ‘Prefer to bo ‘without 
one, ; 

Motor-cars are becoming cheaper, 
smaller, ‘safer,, and more efficient 
day. by day.. Year. by year more 


people will be able to afford the |. 
pleasurés of motoring, and thus the |. 


number of motorists will steadily 
and infallibly increase. 

New snd. safer roads have’ been 
constructed; others, are being 
planned; existing roads are being 


widened and made as “safe” as]. 


possible. 

If pedestrians, eapectaliy those 
who aspire to. become motorists, 
.would study road. problems while 


‘they are yet pedestrians; if they | 


would learn when and how they can 
assist motorlats by signalling them 


over cross-roads or. round a dan-' 


gerous corner, they would not only 
be performing a most useful! ser- 


vice to their fellow-citizens, but |. 


would be laying up a store of use- 
ful knowledge against the time 
when they themselves. become 
drivers. 

To do ‘this, pedestrians’ need to 
know something ‘of the difficulties 
which confront the average motor- 
jst. of the present day and of the 
dangers which beset him in varlous 
circums lances, : 

Every’ Monday’ morning one 
reads Zs the toll of accidents over 
the .week-end.’ The same. thing 
applies—only more so—after a 
Bank Holiday... Pedestrians, I’ be. 
lieve, could do’ a ‘good: deal. to 
minimise these occurrences. 

I have already noticed with con- 
siderable ‘personal satisfaction on 
increasing effort on the part of 
pedestrians to help the motorist to 


the best of their ability by signals. |. 


Some of the signals are weird and 
wonderful, it fg true, and. one | {s 
sometimes at a loss to know what 
information the signaller intends to 
convey, Nevertheless, it is ao 
kindly thought, and the principle is 
right, 

At present one cannot perhaps 
place undue.relance on such help, 
although it depends to some extent 
on the appearance of the signaller, 
One can usually tell, for example, 
whether he is 4 sensible kind of 
man who {s really out to ‘help, 
whether he is the fussy type of man’ 


whose passion in life is to. {inter-. 
fere in other people's. business, or, 


whether he is the kind of youth 
who will bifssfully wave one. over 
a cross-road cbecause he wants to 
see some “speeding,” entirely re- 


gardless of the fact that there may 


be danger from unseen traffic. 
So it does not do to rely too much 
on these signalé at present, and 


while acknowledging the kindly. 


thought of the signaller: when he 
waves me round a corner which is 
visible to him and not: to me, .1 
always prepare to meet another car 
or even @ charabane or @ hay cart. 
n many cases the ‘signal’has been 
decidedly useful; on other -occa- 
sions one's caution proves ‘to be 
well founded, 


What wé' motorists ask is that the | 


pedestrian. should study carefully 
the orthodox road signals so that 
his efforts may be readily under- 
stood and acted on. . In this way 


they will riot only help other people |. 
to avoid accidents; but will benefit |: 


greatly hy their experience . when 
they themselves come - sto. drive a 
car. . 

I look forward to the day when 
one will be able to act as readily 
on the signal of the average pedes- 
trian 28 one does now on the signal 
of a policeman or scout.

BRITISH PIONEER WORK. 
‘A new’ decision of the Alr 
Ministry .to grant subsidies of 
£2,000 a year for three years to 
four additional light aeroplane 
clubs was announced by Sir Samuel 
Hoare, Secretary of State for: Air, 
officially opening the Bristol and 
Wessex Aeroplane Club at Filton 
Aerodrome, near Bristo). 

“During the last few months,” he 
said, “we liave been  conaidering 
very carefully’ the future of the 
light aeroplane clubs, and the kind 
of way in which the Air Ministry 
can asdiat them in their official 
organisation. 

“Up to the present we have been 
able to give a subsidy from public 
funds to six -light aeroplane clubs. 
I am glad to be able to tell’ you that 
we are naw In a position to increase 
the number of clubs to which we 
can give a subsidy, and among. the 
first of the new clubs. we have 
selected for subsidy is the Bristol 
and Wessex Club, (Cheers.) R 

“T shall not attempt to go Into 
details of the conditions, but the 
basia pf'the subsidy ia to be pay- 
ment by results, .And with that 
principle as the basis we are pre- 
Bared to pay £50 to the club for 
every pilot who has got his A or B 
certificate.

Duralumin, the material of which 
the hull structure of an airship was 
built, waa not of: as reliable pro- 
perties. as it should be for the con- 
struction of the framing of auch a 
vessel. However, that was of less 
significance than the effects of cor- 
rosion, especially the inter-crystal- 
line type, which resulted in very 
dangerous brittleness of the metal, 
Coatings might prevent the actions 
of surface corrosion, which usually 
accompanted the inter-crystalline 
variety—but there was yet no cer- 
tain evidence. that the latter could 
not exist. alone. Movements took 
place in the structure; and thua 
coatings would scon bo worn off. 
The loads, to which airships were 
subjected, other than those due to 
the atatic londing,- wero, only par- 
tially known even under steady at- 
mospheric conditions, 

After concluding his critical sur- 
vey of the construction of alrahips 
and their defects, Mr. Spanner 
dealt with certain points which had 
‘to do ‘with +the: possible operation 
of airships. in commercial service. 
He regarded the’ mooring mast of 
very problermtical value, and con- 
tended that experience had shown 
that it. was not possible to be cer- 
tain that airships could ‘be held 
safely ata mooring mast. It was 
not known what forces were exert- 
ed upon a huge airship by sudden 
gusts. An airship could not put 
into an alternative harbour as a 
‘ship. could; it had to hang about 
until weather conditiona permitted 
it to make its moorings,. The aero- 
plane offered infinitely ‘mora pro; 
mise as’a means:of rapld transport.

GERMAN ETHNOLOGIST’S _

STRANGE EVOLUTION. \ ° 


‘A claim that the Indian and 


Chinese images of Buddha are 
evolved forms of the Greek gods 
Apollo and Bacchus was put for- 
ward by the great German 
ethnologist, Herr Von le Coq, 
Director of ‘the Berlin Museum 
(Indian section) of Ethnology, at 
a School of Oriental Studies on 
Oct.18..5 °° - ! 


Herr Von le Cog, who, headed; 


three expeditions to the deserts 
of Central Asia, and brought to 
Berlin the fruit of his research, 
_ said: ' , 
In 500 B.C, China was in touch 
with the Greck cities on the Pon- 
‘ tus Euxinus and the old Persian 
Empire. We have been through 
all the routes-north of China and 
Turkestan, and followed the 
emigration of European tribes. 
Everybody knows how Alexander 
in 300 B.C. conquered the whole 
of Persia and North-West India. 
He then founded cities which he 
peopled with, Greek and : Mace- 
doniun soldiers, who inter-married 
with the natives, This race be- 
came Buddhist. In Afghanistan 
and Turkestan Greek art became 
miodified. ‘into Buddhist art. 
| Apollo and Bacchus became Bud- 
dha, and: all the Buddhist saints 
are nothing more than Greek 
Heroes and gods modified into the 
Buddhist saints’ of India and 
China, Through Turkestan the 
Buddhist religion travelled to 
China, .The Chinese took these 
Greek types, already modified by 
India and Persia, and made from 
. them the Chinese image of Bud- 
dha, a Greek god in disguise. 
Herr Von le Coq. showed slides 
of the representations of Greek 
ods of the classics, and traced 
their evolution through history. 
In China, he added, the root 
of all Buddhist-Chinese art is the 
Greek classical antique art, just 
- ag the same Greek art is at the 
hottom of ‘all our. European art. 
The Chinese claim that their art 
goes back 4,000 years is absolute- 
jy unproven. All modern investi- 
gation goes to show that even in 
Neolithic times China received 
- great impulses from the West. 
Professor, Grafton Elliot- 
Smith, commenting on Herr Von 
le Coq’s statement, characterised 
‘jt as one, of very great. interest. 
The view, he said, “has been sug- 
gested on previous ocasions, but 
jis new to find it put into such 
concrete form.” 24 
’ Sir E. Denison Ress, who pre- 
sided, described the funds as 
“epoch making.” : : 
Sir Francis Aglen, the forme 
Inspector-Genecal of Customs, 
Sir George Macartney, and Mr. 
Laurence Binyon were among the 
nguished men who listened to 
Von le Coq. ; : 
According’ to the “Morning 
Post',’ ethnologists welcome the 
discoveries of the German oxpert, 
as they strengthen the views put 
forward by such men as Vogel, 
and Grundwedel” as tothe in- 
‘fluence of Greek on Indian art, 
and help to-confirm a closely rea- 
soned hypothesis that has been 
built up on evidence obtained 
from many different sources. 
Discussing Herr Von le Coq’s 
announcement, Mr. W.'J. Parry, 
Reader in Cultural Anthropology 
at University ‘ College, said:, 
“Some time ago Professor Elliot- 
Smith brought forward the view 
that the Maya culture had been 
influenced by Asiatic civilisation, 
suggesting that it was brought 
from Cambodia, in French Indo- 
China, to America. Both Grund- 
_wedel and Vogel have worked on 
the principle that Buddhist art 
was based on Greek art, and: that. 
. that was ‘inspired by Egypt.

BELATED DESPATCH. 


“Tatung, Oct. 10 

Hostilities broke out here on 
Monday night, September 26. The 
express trains to and from Peking 
usually cross at Tutungfu-: some 
time after midnight. On this Mon- 
day night they were both detained 
here. Tho passengera were re- 
quested to alight and to shift for 
themselves. Several of them were 
stranded and were practically pen- 
niless. We took pity on aome of 
the most distressing cases and 
offered them board and lodging 
temporarily. piers 

Two special trains with one of 
the Mukden Generals and his 
bodyguard, were also seized - at 
Tatungfu the same night, . 

For several days the troops be- 
longing to Yen Hei-shan, — the 
Governor of our province, had been 
massing on the eastern frontier. 
At the signal on Monday’ night 
they began to move over the fron- 
tier on their way to Peking. ‘There 
were three lines of approach. The 
shorter one [ts by the Northern 
highway, follwing the Sulyuan 
railway. The longer route is from 
the’ capital of Shansi by rail to 
Shihchiachuang at which junction 
we reach- the main railway from 
Hankow to Peking. : 

Our Governor’ has thrown in his 
lot with the Nationalists. He has 
always been regarded as one who 
always played the game of "safety 
For fifteen years or 80 he 
has managed to tuke a safe seat 
on the fence and refused to get off 
for any one, Suddenly he has 
changed his line of conduct. He 
is making ‘a bid for the control of 
China. Within a week of the out- 
break of hostilities the .Shansi 
forces have reached: Kalgan. The 
Mukden forces were taken quite un- 
awares by the suddenness of the 
attack and fell back. 

_ For two weeks we have been 
isolated and. know little of the 
situation beyond our own ken. 
There has evidently been serious 
fighting the other side of Kalgan. 
During the Inst three days about 
five hundred wounded soldiers have 
been brought back to the base hos- 
pital here .in Tatung. : 


Jt is reported locally that a 
force of Shansi soldicrs hive gone 
over the hills in a direct Iine..to 
Peking and. are now within forty 
Hof the capital at the foot of the 
hills at a. place called Mentoukou. 
The force moving from the south’ 


at the railway junction at Shih-' 


ghischuany are reported to hive 
reached Pnaotingfu. Another re- 
‘port’ says that the warload of Man- 
churia, Chang Tso-lin, has already 
left Peking. These are the reports 
that are posted on the streets, and 
may be called the official bulletins. 
We are very quiet here -in 
Tatung: When the local General 
moved out to the eastern front the 
Tupan of Suiyuan, Shang Chen, 
was in charge of. the base here at 
Tatung for about a week. We are 
now informed that he isa the 
Governor of Kalgan. While he 
was with us’ we received a good 
deal of instruction in the prin- 
ciples of the Kuomintang. 
brought with him a namber of in- 
atructors ,who held open air meet- 
ings on the strects, _ When the 
Tupan left for Kalgan his instruc- 
tors followed him. We are now 
left in comparative seclusion, : 
For two weeks there has been no 
business in the city. All carts and. 
pack animals were commandeered 
for military transport. -Now that 
the front is well removed from 
Tatung trade is beginning to as- 
sume norma] conditions and carts 
and pack animals are bringing in 
the new harvest produce.—“P, and 
T. Times.” a :

"“T-had a wonderful time, I enjoy- 
ed myself tremendously,” he con- 
tinued, in reply to questions .put to 
him by ‘ao representative of the 
“Shanghai Mercury.” “As you 
know, I left Shanghai and travelled 
via Siboria, » I found that. condi- 
tions in’ Russia are quiet. The 
train In which I travelled was very. 
comfortable, the cara used being’ 
the old cars of the railway. 

“Near Verhneudinsk, in Siberia, 
a bridge was broken and we had 
to stop in that town. This gave 
me the chance to study the country 
life of Russia. 1 found it’ rather 
pleasant, the peasants seem to be 
satisfied, and I also noticed no 
bourgeoisie class amongst them. 

“Arriving at Moscow, I was 
given a very warm welcome by the 
authorities, and was taken around 
and shown the Kremlin, Lenin's 
tomb, a3 well as other interesting 
plocea in the city. Here also J 
found Mr, Cerutti,, who formerly 
was the Minister for Italy’ at 
Peking, but who now fstthe Ambas- 
sador for Italy in Moscow. I was 


“Then*I proceeded further on, 
and arrived in Paris, where I had 
bought a number of. old Chinese 
books. Italy and the surrounding 
countries were then visited by me, 
and, as I'snid, I gave a chance to 
Shanghai people not to see me 
again for | flew in an aeroplane, 
accompanied by Mra.

Dr. Fischer also spoke of the 
numerous towns he had visited in

hai public, whose case Dr. Fischer 
had defended in 1925, and had 
brilliantly won—Mr. Rosai, who,. at 
present, occupies a very responsible 
position in that town, , ; . 

Referring to his trip, ‘back « to 
Shanghai, where office duties called 
hiny most urgently, Dr. Fischer re- 
marked that he had had gccasion 
to witness. the assembling of. the 
League of Nations at Geneva, as 
well as the arrival of the American 
Legionnaires in Paris. Of these 
occasions Dr. Figcher, spoke with 
enthusiagm, saying that both were 
most impressive’ as well as in- 
teresting. ea . 

Dr. Fischer stated that he travel- 
led via Siberia, and while in Mos- 
cow he, witnessed the demonstration 
against Great Britain. This de- 
monstration, he said, was most im- 
pressive, A vast number of in- 
habitants of that great city had 
gathered to witness it, and. it waa 
most orderly and wonderfully car- 
ried out. The outstanding feature 
of this, Dr, Fischer held, were-the. 
number of Chinese mounted 
soldiers in the. pay of Soviet Rus-

Yet, apart from the pros and cons 
of the matter, there is a certain 
appositeness in the suggestion 
that America, which first secured 
extra-territorial rights . under 
treaty, should be the first to nego- 
tiate for their abolition, The 
clause in question in the United 
States treaty signed at Wang-wia 
on July 8, 1844, a clause which 
had no parallel in the British 
treaty signed at .Nanking two 
years earlier, was based upon a 
Jetter from Mr. Cushing to Mr. 
Forbes on June 22, 1844, in which 
he saidi—- ae 
“In my opinion, the rule which 
obtained: in favour of Eyropeans 
and Americans in the Mahometan 
countries of Asia is to be applied 
to China, Americans are entitled 
to the protection and subject: to 
the jurisdiction of the officers of 
their Government. The right to 
be protected by the, officers of 
their country over them .are in- 
separable facts.” ‘ 
As to the second of Dr. Bau’s 
points, the exclusion of the Chin- 


‘inthrop repeats what has so 
frequently and so unfairly been 
said. during the last two years, 
namely, that tha.. United States 
holds no concessions, no special 
spheres of influence, and no pri- 
vileges. I say unfairly because 
it is not quite true. .The greater 
part of the present international 
settlement at Shanghai is the 
former American settlement, - It 
was the practice of the Chinese 
Government’ before 1911, and it 
may be still, to refer to Shanghai 
in dispatches ‘as the. Anglo-

Tho victorious Nanking forces 


-}advanced’ to the nefghbourhood of 


Sovon-Mile Creek, on November 14 
.|and are expected to arrive in Han- 
kow ‘to-day, says the “Herald” of 
November 16, General Chen Chien, 
who -is' ‘heading: the — anti-’ Tang 
Expedition, and Géneral Hu Tsing. 
tu, commanding the 19th Army, 
have reached Liuchiamlao . from 
down-river. and are also expected 
to be here on November'.16, . 

' Preparations were made on 
November 14 to welcome the vic- 
torious forces’ and generals’ to 
Wuhan, a delegation from the 
Hupeh -Provinelal Governmont and 
the Chinese Chamber of Commerce 
being sent to Liuchlamiao to greet 
the Nanking commanders. A large 
crowd of officfals waited all day at 
the Tachiman Station, but up to a 
late hour. the: generale did not 
arrive, 

. All shops: in Hankow were again 
open on November 14 and flew the 
Nationalist flags greeting the Nan- 
king armics. Posters ‘carrying | 
slogans bitterly denouncing Tang, 
Seng-chi were put up everywhere in 
the. city. 

- The Huhanese troops of General 


icuated both Wuchang and Han- 
yang. On November 14 the Central 
Third Brigade took posseasion of 
Hanyang’ city and the Arsenal, 
which was formerly occupied by 
General Ho Chien’s forces. The 
8th and the 86th Armies are report- 
ed to be retreating in the direction 
of Mienyang, Generals Li Ping- 
hsien, Ho Chien and Lin ‘Hsin have 
all left Hankow. 


: Wuchang Situation. : 

* On November 14 reports wore in 
circulation. to the effect that the 
Nanking forces undor General Haia 
Tao-yin had’ arrived,in Hungshan 
(Pagoda Hill} at the outskirt of 


' Wuchang. This was later found to 


be not.so, the troops at Hungshan 
were the defeated 8th Arfny which 
had ‘retreated from: Chingshan. 
They at first attempted to enter 
Wuchang elty, started looting, but 
were halted by the Provincial troops 
under the command of General Lan 
Teng-chiao, They were driven 
back to Hungshan and then fled in 
the direction of Paotsehol. |‘ 

Wuchang city is being garrison. 
ed by the Provincial ' forces com- 
manded by General Lan and -the 
situation is quiet in spite of the 
fear of looting by the retreating 
Hunanese armies. - 


Troops Clash... - 
'. Through a ‘misunderstanding, a 


|eclash between the Central Third 


Brigade and the Provincial Forces 
occurred at about five .o’clock on 
November 14 at the Lienyutao 
Railway Station, resulting in the 
killing of a‘ ‘military officer and 
several civilians and the wounding 
of a large number of soldiers, The 
Third Brigade arrived at Lienyutao 
from Puchi 
Hanyang to take over the city. The 
Provincial forces stationed at Lien- 
yutao thought that the men were 
Hunaneso troops and wanted to 
disarm them. Both sides opened fire 
and ‘a severe - battle immediately 
ensued lasting over twenty minutes. 
The incident caused’. a.terrible 
panic in Wuhang city, and all shops |. 
were again closed. ~ 

Protection for Forelgn Nationals. 

General Ho Kuo-kwang who is in 
charge of the Wuban Garrison 
issued on November 18 the follow- 
Ing proclamation: —

General Chen’ Chia. smo, ‘former 
military governor of Hupeh, who 
was ‘captured by tho revolutionary 
forces in Wuchang in Octobar: last 
year, and General Liu Tso-lung, 
Hupehesa commander who was ar- 

rested by order of | the: Military 
Council for putting Keng'Tan, De- 
puty Commander of the 15th\ Army, 
to death, have both regained ‘thoir 
freedom, according to authotitative 
information. Chen was’ released 
the day before Tang Sheng-chi’a 
departure after paying the: Hunan- 
ase military ‘chief a huge sum ‘of 
money. General Liu’ was freed on 
November 12. 


Gen. Chang Kuo-Wel's Execution. 


It was ‘reported in the “Herald” 
on November 18 that the body of a 
military officer, found strangled, 


had been discovered at the General 


Headquarters of General, Tang 
Sheng-chi at Shih Yuan (West 
Park). It has been since ascertain- 
ed that the man was General Chang 
Kuo-wei, one of the noted Hunanese 
generals who ‘commanded the Third 
Division of the 8th ‘Army: Gen- 
eral Chang was strangled by order 
of General Tang. Sheng-chi' just 
prior to the ‘latter’s. departure from 
Wuhan on Saturday morning. 
While no official informatio could 
be obtained regarding ‘the. circum- 
stances leading to the execution, it 
is believed that General Tang had 
put him to death owing to the.de- 
féat of. his troops’ ‘at. Changsha 
which led to the fall of ' the ‘city: to 
the Nanking forces under Generals 
Yeh-Kai-ching and "Ho Yau-tso. 
Another report has it. that Tang was 
indignant with Chang owing to the 
latter’s refusal to. take his order to 
direct operations at’ the Yangtze 
war front, ‘Gen.-“Chang: was 
strangled at-Gen. Tang’s. residence

3 Y MPTOuS_NOT CAUSE, 


Mr.. Leonard Woolf, ering 
at’ Friends’ House, London, on 
October 11,.the firat of a series 
of lectures on “Imperialism and 
the Problem of ‘Civilisations,” 
said that since the Russo-Japan- 
ese War of 1905 it had become 
more and more evident that there 
was .a . world. revolt against 
Europe, ‘Turkey, . Persia, ' and 
China were in open revolt, and 
there was unrest in India, Ei t, 
Palestine, Tunis, and’ even fa nt 
i ngs in tropical Africa. Im. | eee: 

lism, as it was known in the 
aineteenti century, was no longer 
‘possible, and the only question 
was. whether it would be buried 
peacefully'or-in blood and ruins, 

Until the new European civil- 
{sation of the nineteenth century 
arose, it had. been possible for 
civilisations of-a widely different 
kind to exist at the same time 
with little interference from each 
other, The new European civil- 
isation, however, partly because 
the industrial revolution. made. it 
economically necessary to open up 
new markets and new sources of 
raw material, was a predatory, 
exploiting, and conquering civil- 
isation, backed) by an army 
against wich the Asiatic and the 
African, fighting as they had 
fought in the twelfth century, 
were powerless; 
the terrific engine of modern war 
and modern organised nationalist 
government was invoked by the 
capitalist to aid him in exploiting 
other countries, and there was a 
sudden and ruthless world con- 
quest ona scale previously un- 
known in human history.. Direct 
subjugation - to: European ‘States 
took place in Africa, India, Coy- 
lon, Burma, the Malay Peninsula, 
parts of China and parts 
Russia, Turkey,

dent, were in fact brought under 
the tutelage of European States, 
and knew.

Mr, Woolf said that in his opin- 
ion race, religion, and nationality,
